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IMMIGRANT GRANDPARENTS

Many people, when asked to join a genealogical society, reveal the fact 
that they think such groups are concerned only with ancestors who came to our coun- 
try in the 1600s end 1700s. It is hard to make them believe that even grandparents 
have had their part in the development of America. Why they crossed the ocean in 
the first place, what made them travel west, why they stopped here or there -- all 
this is of interest. Some of us know these things, with names of places and dates. 
A few reasons for immigration in the 1800s can be quickly given. There was the 
Irish Potato Famine which began in 1845, From then till 1851, Ireland lost nearly 
two millions of her population and many came to this country. All over Europe there 
was political unrest, which brought people seeking freedom from governments with 
which they no longer agreed. In 1849 gold wes discovered in California and the news 
spread across the sea to tempt the adventurous, There was the opening of territor- 
ies, with cheap land for homesteading. Why these people came, where they went and 
why they stayed -- all this is worth preserving along with their genealogical data. 
Those of us tracing back to ancestors who came earlier do not need to be told of the 
scarcity of records from around 1800 to quite recent times, because of this constant 
movement westward, More people need to be encouraged to believe in the imnortencea 
of their parents and grandparents, and to gather and record information about them. 

My own maternal grandparents had been taken very much for granted. I 
lived close to them and thought I knew ell about them. Then one day there was a 
great-great-grandchild, and here was I searching for the parents of my great-sreat- 
grandparents in another line. This brought home to me that I had actually seen 
ancestors whose parents were born before 1800, and here was a little cousin twice- 
removed who would probably be living in the year 2000. These were the grandparents 
to whom I had given so little thought. I began putting down what I know and 
that the definite things were limited, I bogan to work in carnest, Letters were 
written and vacations planned to include visits among my verious kinfolk, 

The results have been illuminating. Besides the birth,death and 
records still available among those living, there were also stories. Some of thesc 
I remembered veguely from my father, but many were new. Public records wore found 
when I knew where to look for them, There is an application for eitiaonshis ina 
County Courthouse; and a story of 2 trip by way of the Isthmus of Panama to tt 
ifornia gold ficlds by my Manx grandfather -- not to dig for gold but to sink mine 
shafts. There is the tale of a lost uncle, recently found with a wife and family, 
and I know what happened, There is a Bible record begun in the handwriting of my 
Manx grandfather and finished by somcone else, evidently much lster, A photostst of 
this record would be accepted without question in another twenty years, Yet this 
later addition leaves out three sons and gives onc birthdate to the wrong son, We 
think that someone tricd to finish out the record, became uncertain end then put it 
aside. There is the story of my maternal grandmother's two marriages, the first 
civil one because the couple were offending both sides. The Protestant Orangemen 
sisters of the bride were not forgiving, but the Catholic mother of the groon, from 
Tipperary, was latcr appeased by a marriage “in the —* This is the only record 
still in existence and might suggecst a scandal to worried searchers who compared the 
date with the list of births kept by my carcful grandfa uher in his wife's Biblc. 

It all comes to this, Through association with my parents and grendparents 
I know certain things. From relatives and existing records I have learned certain 
other things. I am probably the only one who a them as a whole, and if they go 
unrecorded, this knowledge may be lost. Besides being of direct intercst to the 
descendants of these grandparents, it also has an climination value to others who 
may be looking for the same namcs, And so gcencalogy is important for enydhe, tvth: 
though the immigrant nncestors arc so’ rotent arritals as one's grandparents.
